DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated by the 
PTFE tubes of Glatz et al., which are made by mixing PTFE with a substance such as 
gasoline, which has had its aromatic and olefinic substances removed before its use to 
make the membrane. Gasoline, by definition, is the third fraction obtained by distillation 
of crude oil and is also called petroleum ether, which is chiefly composed of paraffins, 
e.g. hexane, which would also include the recited "n-hexane, n-heptane and n-octane". 
That treated gasoline meets the limitation of amended claim 3, as it does not now have 
to be "free of aromatic and olefin substances", when used as the dispersion liquid. 

3. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Note that this claim does include the limitation that the 
dispersion liquid is "free of aromatic and olefinic substances", which is the limitation 
Applicant removed from previously filed claim 3. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed November 19, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. As explained above, the indication of the allowably of claim 3 
in the last Office action of June 5, 2002 was with the limitation of the dispersion liquid 
being "free of aromatic and olefinic substances". As Applicant removed that limitation 
from now amended claim 3, the Glatz et al. reference is applicable to amended claim 3, 
as explained above. Also, as the removed limitation is the subject matter of claim 4,

claim 4 has been indicated to be allowable when combined with claim 3. Any other 
remarks made by Applicant and not specifically commented on by the Examiner, have 
been considered.
